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Continuation of (7) above: While Examiner acknowledges that the Miyazaki reference primarily discloses security levels at the file level, it 
is observed that this is not significantly different from the claimed subject matter; for example, claim 1 recites "a setting section for setting 
a security level for the data to be transmitted", i.e. file-level security. It is further observed that while claim 1 recites the external device 
having a security level, said external device's security level is not otherwise used to accomplish the remaining limitations of claim 1 . 
Nevertheless, it is observed that in paragraphs 0040-0044 of the Miyzaki reference, it is disclosed wherein each external requires a user 
with particular security level to be logged in to operate the device (paragraph 0040; user security levels at paragraph 0049); since the 
device cannot access files without a user explicitly requesting same, the device by design must necessarily and implicitly possess the 
security level of the user in order to determine if a particular file may be accessible to said user. 
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
